P. T. A.’s Join to 
War on Vandalism 


On Tuesday, December 1i, the seven 
P. T. A. groups in the Anacostia area 
met at Kramer Junior High School for a 
joint meeting to discuss the problem of 
Vandalism in Our Community. 

One of the main speakers was Mr. 
John Riecks, former principal of Kramer 
and now associate superintendent in 
charge of buildings and grounds, Mr. 
Riecks told of the wanton acts of vio- 
lence committed against school property 
throughout the city and of the 472 win- 
dows broken in the schools in Anacostia 
during the summer, ~ 

Other speikers were Mrs. Schaeffer, 
principal of Ketcham; Mrs. Robertshaw, 
from the Recreation Department; and 
representatives from the Capital Transit 
Company. and the Potomac Electric 
Power Company. 

Tn addition to this panel on vandalism, 
the Kramer orchestra presented a short 
program of music under the able direc- 
tion of Mrs. Dorsey. Our orchestra this 
year is one of the finest that Kramer has 
ever had, and if they continue to perform 
with the same brilliance that they ex- 
hibited on the eleventh, they ywill no 
doubt go down in history as Kramer's 
most accomplished orchestra.

I was also two weeks in Brabant 
in the South Brabant and Drenthe are 
very beautiful places with large heath- 
ern and woods, But it is already three 
months ago and we are at school again. 
Perhaps three weeks and we have vaca- 
tion for Christmas.

Tenth Anniversary 

Ten years ago on December 1, 1943, 
the first edition of the Kramer Remark 
was distributed. Its purpose was to 
create better school spirit among pupils. 
Through the years it has done well in 
maintaining that purpose. The name of 
the paper was the original idea of Mr. 
Theodore Robb, print shop teacher and 
adviser, 

The first edition had but one sheet 
printed front and back. It measured 8% 
by 11 inches and featured news of 
Kramer's dedication exercises. At that 
time an oil painting of Mr. Stephen E-. 
Kramer was presented to the school. 
This painting now hangs in the school 
lobby. Principal at that time was Mr. 
John M. Riecks who is now an assistant 
superintendent and teaching physical 
education was Mr. John Koontz who is 
now principal of Taft Junior High. 

Included also was the announcement of 
a contest for a school song with the 
winners announced in a later issue. 
These winners included Dorothea Fast- 
naught, Anne Ferguson, and David 
Thornhill who graduated in June, 1944. 
The songs are now called ‘ 
Song”, and “Hail to Thee, Kramer.” 

At the first meeting of the Press Club 
on Thursday, November 18, 1943, only 
ninth graders with a “B” or better in 
English were admitted to membership. 
Today the staff includes all grades. The 
requirement of a good grade in English 


______ still holds, however. 


Time Marches On 
The paper was published in an effort 
to lift the spirit and morale of the 
school, With this purpose in mind, in- 
terested students and telichers worked 
together to report on Kramer sports, 
business, all news of interest and timely 
topics. Thus they gave us a permament 
record of the school’s activities over the 
past ten years, 
The first year laid the ground work 
for the successful building and rapid 
» growth of the “Kramer Remark” 
through the years. Let us all appreci- 
ate its worth and continue to support it.

We in this country are in the midst 
of a major controversy dealing with 
politics and statesmanship and national 
security, Our free press in the form of 
newspapers, television and radio are 
literally having a field day expressing 
fact and giving editorial opinions in 
regard to personalities, actions and 
policies involved. 

We in America can rest assured that 
as long as the free press exists we can 
settle any controversy fairly and in the 
interests of all. When the fire has 
burned itself out America will be a 
secure and happy nation.

Let us jump ahead to the War of 
1812. American soldiers destroyed the 
two bridges over the Anacostia River 
to try to prevent the British from 

marching on Washington, This act only 
served to make the British move north 

to Bladensburg. Here they defeated the 

_ Americans and burned the Capitol, the 

White House, the Library of Congress 

and other public buildings. 

The citizens of Anacostia (Union 

Town at that time) were right in the 

thick of history making events.

Letter to the Red Cross 
Altschweier, February 14, 1954 
Dear Donors across the Ocean: 

I like to express my thanks to you 
for the lovely Christmas package with 
crayons, soap, toothbrush, and paste, 
and marbles. Please excuse that I didn’t 
write right away, but this form was 
misplaced at Christmas, because we are 
very crowded at home. We are in a 
refugee camp and four people to a very 
small room. I will tell you how it all 
happened. 

We used to live in the Lutherstadt- 


Wittenberg, had a two family home ands __ 


two stores, it was a laundry and an ice 
cream parlor. My father used to go out 
in the suburbs with his small truck to 
sell ice cream and my mother took care 
of the laundry. Then I had a 16 year 
old sister, she went to a ballet school in 
Berlin, I am Detloff, and I will be 10 
years old on May 17. In school we only 
learned Russian, they told us that those 
who would learn well would become 
active, and would live better, but there 
was much to be desired when it came to 
food. Meat was scarce, rools we got 
free, citrus fruit was unkown to us, and 
also cocoa and chocolate. Shoes were 
made out of cloth and rubber, and 
clothes out of wood fiber. But my father 
was able to buy some products in West- 
Berlin for the making of ice cream. He 
wanted to bring me something too, but 
it was too expensive. We had to pay 
five to six times as much for the goods 
with East German money. My father 
went to West-Berlin once a week and 
the police became suspicious. Then a 
person who is caught bringing goods 
from West-Germany into East-Germany, 
is arrested and receives severe punish- 
ment. Eventually they are sent to a 
labor camp in Russia. To avoid my 
father’s arrest we had to flee, and we 
are now in a camp in Altschweier near 
the Black Forest in West-Germany. The 
country is beautiful. My father and 
my mother are still without work. My 
sister is learning how to be a waitress. 
Now I will close my letter, in the hope 
that one of you will write to me, and 
will tell me something about your 
country and its people. 

Again many many thanks for the 
lovely Christmas package. Many hearty 
greetings a thousand times.

The symbolism of Christmas varies 
and adapts itself to different places and 
peoples. 

The custom of celebrating Christmas 
started in Europe about 440 A. D. The 
Christians on that continent had quiet 
family gatherings to be thankful and to 
rejoice that their Saviour had been born. 


Many years B. C. the Egyptians used 
green to decorate their places of wor- 
ship and their homes. They were used 
in many of their pagan ceremonies. 
Greens had a religious significance to 
pagan worshipers and because of this, 
the Christians did not adopt their use 
for many years, 

The custom of decorating an ever- 
green tree was traced back to Martin 
Luther in 1535. The ceremony was a 
quiet and solemn one. The trees were 
lighted with candles and they brought 
with them a peaceful and awesome air. 
The usual scene on Christmas Eve was 
to see the father telling the story of the 
Nativity to his family as they gathered 
around the tree.

On the first day the house cannot be 
swept because it is the belief that good 
fortune might be swept out. On the 
second day there is quite a ceremony 


about doing things for the first time 


A tradesman sends out his first con- 
signment of goods, piled high on a 
gaudily decorated cart or on wagons 
drawn by gayly decked horses or oxen. 
Women take a few stitches to show the 
needle that idleness will be frowned up- 
on in the coming year. 

The second night is also important for 
it is then one dreams the first dream of 
the year, a dream which reveals ones 
fate and if repeated seals ones fate 
inevitably. To lure a good dream one 
may put a certain poem under the pil- 
low. For this purpose one may also buy 
a good luck paper on which is written 
in Japanese ‘‘Kana” letters a poem 
which reads the same either forward or 
backward. 

The third day finds the festivities in 
full swing and for seven days no work 
is done. However, after the third day 
many of the merchants go back to work. 
The festivities carry on until the 7th 
night of the New Year. 


You might be interested in the gods 
of fortune so I have written them for 
you. They are as follows: 

Jurojin — God of eternal youth 

Hotei — God of good health 

Bishamon — God of warriors 

Benzaiten — God of arts Ns 

Daikoku — God of farming = 

Ebisu — God of fishing 

Fukurokuju — God of wisdom

February Classes 
Begin at Hart 


Two months ahead of schedule, Hart 
Junior High School, 6th and Mississippi 
Avenue, S.E., opened activities. The 
new school relieved Kramer Junior 
High of more than 600 seventh and 
eighth grade students, Since ninth 
grade students were not transferred the 
present eighth grade class will be Hart’s 
first graduating class in the spring of 
1957, 

Mr. John Fletcher, principal, stated 
that the building cost some $1,880,000. 
The cost of equipment increased the sum 
to about two million dollars. New fea- 
tures incorporated in Hart are fire- 
proof doors for all rooms — home eco- 
nomics rooms, shops, and science class- 
rooms—where fire is used; special 
locks, sound-proof ceilings and walls, 
fluorescent lights, and large, glassed, 
built in show cases. 

To give some grasp of the size of 
Hart, Mr. Fletcher, at the first assem- 
bly, explained that the seven thousand 
cubic yards of concrete used would have, 
if loaded in trucks parked bumper to 
bumper, produced a line of trucks five 
miles long. The floor area in. Hart 
would cover seventeen acres, which is 
five times the area of the Kramer play- 
ground. There are over five acres of 
window glass in Hart; this is twice the F, 
sizeof the Kramer playground: Enough ‘ 
lumber and framework was used to 
make forms in which to pour concrete = > 
to make twenty five-room houses. Final- - 
ly, the steel in Hart would fill freight 
trains extending one mile. 


Cafeteria Has Special Devices 
Special devices for heating and cool- 
ing foods and liquids form part of 
Hart’s cafeteria. A system of dry heat 
under the foods which must be kept hot 
replaces the more commonly used boil- 
ing water. Electrical cold plates keep 
milk, salads, and sandwiches cool, All 
tables and chairs are of blonde ma- 
hogany, the walls being tiled in green 
and white. * 
Regular hot lunches were not served 
immediately since the water in the dish- 
washer could not be heated to th 
180° F, required for killing bacteria. _ 
Because of plumbing difficulties the tem-_ 
perature reached only 140° F, Mean-— 
while, sandwiches, milk in cartons, aoa 
similar foods were available.

Dr. Stephen Elliott Kramer 


Kramer! What does that name mean 
to you? Most students would reply “Oh, 
that’s the name of our school.” True 
enough, but who was the man whose 
name the building bears. Why was a 
big school named after him? Unfor- 
tunately, the answer is known only to a 
few of the boys and girls. 


Many outstanding traits could be re- 


counted about Dr. Stephen Elliott 
Kramer, However, there are certain 
ones which stand out particularly 


bright and were especially important in 
the field of education. One of the most 
important was his attitude and rela- 
tion to youth. Instead of being just an- 
other education executive he was more 
of a friend, a true friend, of youth. 


This means that besides being an out- 
standing educator and excelling in scho- 
lastic attainments Dr. Kramer knew 
boys and girls. He understood youth! 
He had the knack of talking to any of 
his students as a father talks to his 
child. That’s real understanding. This, 
quite naturally, could bring out the 
best in youth. 

Now, for some of the vital statistics. 
The list of his accomplishments is very 
long, for he loved his work. One could 
not have a record like Dr. Kramer 
without possessing a deep love for his 
work. His entire life was dedicated to 
education in the public schools in the 
District of Columbia. 

Dr. Kramer attended Washington 


Normal, now known as Wilson Teachers’ 
College. He was one of the first men 
to graduate from this school. In the 
year 1890, he drew his first assignment, 
that of teacher of English in a new 
east Washington high school. After 
serving as principal, supervising prin- 
cipal, and director of elementary in- 
struction, he was promoted to. the posi- 
tion of assistant superintendent in 1914. 
Central High School saw Dr. Kramer 
become its principal in the year 1923. 
About a year later he was appointed 
superintendent in charge of junior and 
senior high schools, the teachers’ col- 
lege, the community center department, 
and the vocational schools, 

The School of Education of George 
Washington University owed Dr. 
Kramer thanks as he was instrumental 
in the foundation and development of 
this part of the institution. This same 
place was the site of his lectures for 
several years. Later he served as presi- 
dent of the General Alumni Association 
and as alumni representative on the 
Board of Trustees. The university did 
thank Dr. Kramer for in recognition of 
his contributions to education in the 
Nation’s Capital, his alma mater be- 
stowed upon him the honorary degree 
of doctor of education. 

The ideals of this great man will 
ulways remain a rich heritage and in- 
still inspiration in others for the earry- 
ing forward of high principles in the 
administration of puble. education.
